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N irathig “fhe progrefs TT 
Republicanifm, we may 
eafily dilcover a ftrong refen- 
pete of the progrefs of 
Coriftianity, from which it is 
derived and by which it ‘will 
be fupported. This divine 
religion had its firt triumph 
before the world in great qi- 
tics. ‘From them it diffufled 
ifelf over wholé countries, 
and infenfibly overpowered 
the prejudices of remote and 
ebicure villages.

Froma jult 
analogy then we are ap- 
proaching to our greatett 
profperity. The talents of 
Julien, and all the proud in- 
ltitutes ef Rome were oppoled 
in vain, when the great cit- 
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i¢s had “confeffed the faith.—. 
The hiftory of Englifh libers 
ty is im perfec agreement 
with this account, and fo is 
the hiftery of religion and lib. 
erty in all countries under 
heaven. Itis no partial pic- 
ture. Itis true.in ancient 
and modern times., Nor is it 
the firft tine in. which the 
friends of liberty have been 
reminded of Jeroboam, but 
without.alarm, ‘he immor- 
tal eloquence of Boliuci,when 
it exhibited the terrars of Je- 
roboain’s reign to the Protel- 
tant world, could noy fubdue 
the Heroes: of -the true faith, 
and difarm their courage in 
that good caule. The event 
has been honorable co their 
zeal, while they have derived 
glory from the greatoels of 
the econtelt. With infinitely 
leis eloquence, but with great- 
er maligaity from the infan- 
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cy of Chriftianity, have angry 
fathers and cruel perfecutors 
given fury to inve€tive from 
the hiftory of Jeroboam. In 
all proteftant churches the 
fame hiftory has been appli- 
ed againft every attempt at 
reformation in Church and 
State. The primitive fettlers 
of New-England and their 
friends did not efeape. When 
genius had exhaufledthe fub- 
ye&t, and eloquence {pent it- 
felfin vain; when everything 
malignant had been uttered, 
ic remained for the brutal 
South to aflociate all the im- 
ages of contempt, and with 
the worft temper and the vi- 
left language to infult our an- 
ceftors, whom we delight to 
honor. Unhappy is it that 
any man fhouid be found to 
rake in his dunghill, when bis 
licencioufnefs had cenvinced 
the world that the pulpit 
gained no honor from fuch 
difcourfes, and the progrefs 
of truth had fo amply refute 
ed the charges, and branded 
the authors of them with in- 
famy.

to the di@tates of Truth, and ob- 
flinately oppofing its falutary pre- 
valence. ——— Linen, who will net 
fay they. are acting wickedly ?— 
and the worft kind ef wickednelfs ? 
for they are feeking to rob millions 
of their fellow-beings of their dear 
and facred rights ; to cajole them 
out of their liberties, and deprive 
them of their heaven-defcended 
privileges, which alone make life 
worth preferving ;, without which 
man is a cringing, abje& creature, 
but in the pofleffion thereof,“ walks 
erect in all his dignity ;”—and 
that, too, by the moft artful and 
foothing means. —On days of elect- 
ion they are all fuavity and polite- 
nefs ; declare themfelves the friends 
of the people, and denounce honelt 
Whigs as Facobins, Diforganiners, 
fffoffins, &c.
